PHOENJX, Ari/, March 20.—Colonel 


Theodore Roosevelt addressed one of the 
largest throngs ever assembled in the 
southwest on the plaza today, his theme 
being Arizona statehood. 


Colonel Roosevelt arrived from Mesa 


»ttnoon, attended ft luncheon given in 
his honor by mcra.l ers of hfs former 
rough rider regiment and then proceeded 
to the pliwft. 


Cbloncl Roosevelt' said in part: 
"1 regret that Arizona was not admit- 


ted to statehood by the last congress, 
and I trust that the next congress will 
ndmit it. The objections to admittinp it 
1 regard as without warrant of justice. 
Apparently these objections have bwii 
chiefly or'entirely due to the fact that 
Arizona has adopted in its constitution 
the referendum, initiative and recall. 


Leaves Matter to Arizona. 


"1 do not agree with the form in which 


Arizona adopted the recall, especially as 
regards the judiciary; but while I re- 
grout that Arizona should have, adopted 
the recall in this fashion, I not merely 
admit but insist, that this is a matter 
purely for Arzoina's own decision and 
that neitlwr the opinion of myself nor 
any other outsider h;n the slightest 
bearing on Arizona's right to the privi- 
leges of statehood. 


The principles of the initiative and ref- 


erendum r-H.y or niny not.be adapted to 
Hho needs of a given state under given 
•conditions—I believe they are useful in 
some communities, and not in others— 
but 
to deny a territory the right of 


statehood because it has adopted these 
principles is as wrong as to say that Ver- 
mont should not be a state because its 
governmental syntein is billed upon the 
principle of the town meeting. 


Up to Congress to Act. 


"If the constitution of 
the 
United 


States - forbids the use- of the referen- 
dum or initiative, then the constitution 
should be amended without rtebiy. 


"I am a strong nationalist, but I am 


no less a believer in the right of the 
states wherever tho rights of the states, 
mean tho rights of the peoples and in 
this case, the rights of the people include 
the right of the people of any state to 
decide upon any course of action it deems 
best in this matter. The United States 
government is in honor bound to admit 
Arizona under its present constitution. 


"Now my friends, while in the fullest 


way I thus acknowledge your right to 
form the counstitutiou that you have 
formed and to be. admitted thereiipnder 
to full membership in the federal union 
I also wish it distinctly understood that 
•while there arc many provisions in your 
proposed constitution with which I most 
heartily 
agree, there arc 
some with 


which I disagree and notably among 
these is the provision of the recall, es- 
pecially affecting the judiciary. 


Judiciary Recall Unnecessary. 


. "I admit the melancholy fact that there 
are states where judges liuvcd so antec 
as to make it justiliable and necessary 
for the people to adopt measures for re 
tiring all such judges from office. 
But

feel that it is to the inateivst of decent 
citizens, who want nothing but justice in 
its broadest and truest sense not to 
adopt .any Jtoeaswe which would, make

VALUATION OF REAL PROPERTY 


Milwaukee, at on expense of $12,000, 


s to try the Somers system of making 
valuations of real estate, that is will

are uniform, and that if this uniformity 
s desired to be maintained, it will he 
necessary to employ the same firm each 
year.

ploying some system to arrive at some 
uniformity as to the ground itself, the 
mproveraonts put the stumbling blocks 
in the path of that desirable uniformity. 
Probably it has not occurred to some of 
these public officials that because of the 
buildings a uniformity may norcr be at 
tainable. But the cost of improvements 
can always be arrived at, precisely as 


the value of the ground, if this is 


really desirable. 


The owner's valuation is one means of 


reaching values. The builders bills and 
estimates of contractors are 
generally 


available. Then if every one was requir- 
ed to take out a building license and to 
swear to the cost in his application, some 
guide would be thus furnished, as to 
the ground and current valuation of 
properties as thay stand or vacant as 
may be. Certain influential interests in 
the legislature have the last two ses- 
sions defeated the only practical method 
of arriving at this uniform value. This 
plan is to merely compel by enforciblo 
law the insertion in every recorded deed 
and contract of the exact consideration 
paJd. If paid by love and affection, the 
degree of relationship stated or reason 
therefore, but with it the precise consid- 
eration the property last brought or was 
sold for. 
The law would enforce itself 


by rendering it impossible for any regis- 
ter of deeds to p}ace on record any in- 
strument where this- consideration was 
not plainly expressed. 


Undoubtedly while not perhaps gel- 


ling at real values just up to date, yet 
the transfers certainly would afford to 
the assessors a far better means of 
justly reaching values for taxation than 
can possibly be the case now, 


Because the remedy is so simple is 


naturally the reason it has opposition, 
and this" added to the under the surface 
opposition, defeats such a fair minded 
measure every time. Then the beauty of 
;his recording of the consideration is, that 
it harms no one, in truth helping every 
property owner.

A 
committee was appointed to prepare an 
amendment to the anti-trust laws to al- 
low the operators to combine to main- 
tain steady and uniform prices, just as 
workingmen in various lines of trade 
combine to form unions for the same 
purpose and just SB the grain growers of 
the west and northwest have organized 
to control prices and output." 


Disagreeing with the conclusions of

that regulation of corporations is vitally 
necessary oa well as our rail systems.

Sanity in 
regulation is ae necessary as sanity in 
the individual to the mind.

INHERITANCE TAXES 


The Harrirnan estate is called upon to 


pay $798,546 as inheritance taxes due 
in "the state of Utah. The call .was re- 
sponded to by the cash. While certain- 
ly there is great justice in inheritance 
taxos, yet there is also justice for the 
living, and while it ie no harm at all 
that these enormously rich estates be 
mulcted of a considerable* part o'f their

Pacific road, can under this be levied by 
every state having inheritance taxes 
upon which the roed passes through. Not 
only «tates but the national government 
could levy the same taxes that the states 
levy according to tho proportionate val- 
ue, but the state as Utah where incor- 
porated, for the entire value, and the 
government also for the entire value.

A MOST IMPORTANT DECISION 


The Supreme Court holding the corpor- 


ation tax law as provided for in the last 
tariff law is constitutional in the opin- 
ion of those who have conaidercd the 
subject, may bring nearer a National in- 
come tax without necessity for a consti- 
tutional amendment.

ct up. Tho appetite for spoils is unap- 
plied with more or less of it being sat- 
isfied under the specious guise of pro- 
tecting the public from pretended evils 
known as unlicensed persons. 


All this is moving a portion of the 


state press, which, representing party 
principles, does not in tha least understand 
this means representing personalities on 
either side in factional divisions, or ad- 
herence to personalities anywhere. The 
Manitowoc Tribune is moved to 
com- 


ment in this fashion: 


If every bill that is before this legis- 


lature to make members of trades or pro- 
fessions incompetent to follow their work 
in this state unless licensed by tho exam- 
ining board, should be passed, there will 
be hardly an open trade or profession in 
which anybody can engage unless they 
have a state certificate endorsing their 
right to work." 


Then follows a list of the professions 


such 
as architects, plumbers, 
trained 


nurses and plain nurses presumably, en- 
gineers, electricians, barbers. 
There are 


others probably forgotten. 


It might be unfair to charge the leg- 


islature with responsibility for all thwc 
board*, commissions and established spec- 
ial (licensed trades and profeasions, for a 
good part of it comes from the trades 
and professions 
themselves. A 
whole 


lot of it is or will be just as much of a 
farce as is the pretended examining of 
barbers before they may practice upon 
customers. The examination is a farce, 
as is the upholding of-the sanitary care 
th»t was pretended, was the excuse for 
such a law. This law, like others, main- 
tains a number of gentlemen who pre- 
sumably have done service for their par- 
ty or some personality within tihat par- 
ty -mho does things that they they, too, 
flourish. 


Could all this be- taken out of politics, 


the examining boards most carefully ex- 
amine as to ability and practicability 
themselves, and who should be above 
any removal by governor or anybody 
else, then with a practical examination 
the public ought to bo assured they would 
have done them the best of service. Thi», 
however could not, nor should not, pro- 
vent otners from working at trades or 
professions, for the only object of the 
state monopoly should be to show the 
public where it.could get the very best 
service. 


nnd the 


means of collection would certainly be as 
equaUy limited. Undoubtedly without 
the state fund more or less claims would 
not be paid without muoh trouble and 
litigation, and some not at all. But a 
state liability fund always maintained 
from a. sufficient tax levied upon employ- 
ers according to the risk involved to em- 
ployes, would always be in constant read- 
iness from which to pay at once any 
claim and with no hardship caused any 
of the smaller employers or larger ones 
either. 


Then let us follow the example of 


Washington. 
A state industrial insur- 


ance and state tax levied according to 
risk involved upon all employers of labor 
creating a sufficient state fund 
from 


which the state will pay all accident and 
fatality claims at once following the 
adjustment by state adjusters of such. 
This is sound, practical, and really the 
only safe plan for the workers of our 
great state, as well ns by every rule of 
logic the safest a.lso for the employers. 


SPLITTING UP 


Now the word comes the Democrats in 


congress are split up in two halves call- 
ing themselves radicals and conserva- 
tives. The radicals xvant an extra ses- 
sion to first pass the Canadian reciprocity 
treaty and then let the tariff alone until 
the regular session when they will b? 
ready to take up the tariff subject and 
proceed to a general revision. The con- 
servatives desire to change this program. 
These want to defeat the Canadian reci- 
procity in the extra session, or in default 
of this, to adjourn it over until the regu- 
lar session. Then they will take up the 
reciprocity feature, pass it, and also be 
willing to proceed M a general revision of 
the schedules. 


To be stated also is the report the rad- 


icals during the interim will be investi- 
gating into the cotton and woolen goods 
schedules. With such apparent purposes, 
and especially with Champ Clark head 
ing the conservatives, the prospects of 
Canadian 
reciprocity 
look 
slim. The 


prospects are slim anyway because in any 
case the Democratic house, so reports 
state, will tack'on a. number of amend- 
ments to the reciprocity treaty, which 
may likely defeat it in Canada. Possibly 
this is the Democratic game, to match 
the game played on our side. Able engi- 
neers *ecm to bo; playing the game on 
both sides, and as the story is often told, 
successful operations in politics and mu- 
nicipal affairs require men from both po- 
litical parties. In the meantime the tem- 
porary tariff board will be investigating 
into things tariff to the best of its abil- 
ity.

freer the trade between this country an^ 
Canada the more prosperous each country 
will surely bet It will be only in anoth- 
er way taking in the forty-ninth state 
commercially, but with .the forty-ninth 
or Canada, enjoying sovereign powers. 


RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA

ets who have been opposing begin to re-

N my annual message of Dec,:,6, 


1910, I stated that th« policy of 
broader and closer trade rela- 
tions with the Dominion of Can- 


ada which wag initiated in the adjust- 
ment of the maximum and minimum 
provisions of the tariff act of.Aug. 5, 
1000, had proved mutually beneficial 
and that It .Justified further efforts for 
the readjustment of the commercial 
relations of the two countries. 


On tlaa 7th of the present month two 


cabinet ministers came to Washington 
as representatives of the Dominion 
government, and the conferences were 
continued between them and the sec- 
retary of state.- The result of the ne- 
gotiations was that on the 21st inst a 
reciprocal trade agreementwas reached. 


One by one the controversies result- 


tog from tho uncertainties which' at- 
tended the partition of British terri- 
tory on the American continent at the 
close of the Revolution and which were. 
Inevitable under the then conditions. 
have been eliminated, sprae by arbitra- 
tion and some by direct negotiation.. 


The path having been thus opened' 


for the improvement of commercial re- 
lations, a reciprocal trade agreement 1» 
the logical sequence of all that has 
been accomplished In disposing of mat- 
ters of a diplomatic and controversial 
character. Tho identity of Interest of 
two peoples .linked .together by race, 
language, political Institutions and geo- 
graphical proximity offers the founda- 
tion. 
The guiding motive in seeking ad- 


justment of trade relations between 
two countries so situated geographical- 
ly should bo to give play to productlve; 
forces as far as practicable, regardless 
of political boundaries. While eqnlva-- 
lency should be sought In an arrange- 
ment of this character, an osact bal- 
ance of financial gain Is neither Imper- 
ative nor attainable. No yardstick can 
measure the benefits to the two peo- 
ples of this freer commercial inter- 
course, and no trade agreement should, 
be Judged wholly by custom house sta- 
tistics. 
We have reached a stage In our own 


development that calls for a states- 
manlike and broad view of our future 
economic status and its requirements. 
We have drawn upon our natural re- 
sources. In such a way as to invite at- 
tention to their necessary limit This 
has properly aroused effort to conserve 
them, to avoid their waste and to re- 
strict their use to our necessities. We 
have so Increased In population and In 
our consumption of food-products and 
the other necessities of life, hitherto 
supplied largely from our own country, 
that unless we materially increase onr 
production we can see before us a j 
change in our economic position from 
that of a country selling to the .world 
food and natural products of the farm 
and forest to one consuming and Im- 
porting them. 


Ought we not, then, to arrange a com- 


mercial agreement with Canada, If we 
can, by which w« shall have, direct ac- 
cess to her great supply of natural 
products without an obstructing or 
prohibitory tariff? This is not a vio- 
lation of the protective principle, as 
that has been authoritatively an- 
nounced by those who uphold it be- 
cause that principle does not call for 
a tariff between this country and one 
•whose conditions as to production, 
population and wages are so like oars 
and when our common boundary line 
of 3,000 miles in itself must make a 
radical distinction between our com- 
mercial treatment of Canada and of 
any other country. 


The Dominion has greatly prosper- 


ed. It has an active, aggressive and 
intelligent people. 
They are coming 


to the parting of the ways. 
They 


must soon decide whether they, are to 
regard themselves as Isolated per- 
manently from our markets by a per- 
petual wall or whether we are tb be 
commercial friends. 
If we tfve them 


reason to take the former view can we 
complain If they adopt methods deny- 
ing access to certain of their natural 
resources except upon conditions quite 
unfavorable to us?. A notable instance 
of such a possibility may be seen In 
the conditions surrounding the supply 
of pulp wood and the manufacture of 
print paper, for which we have made 
a conditional provision in the agree- 
ment, believed to be equitable. 


The entire foreign trade of Canada
